Hoey emerged from the undertak- 


ing rooms early today after arrang- 
ing for the body to be sent Sunday 
to St. Louis, Mo., for burial.

"Tbe Syrian-Blttlte culture was a 


composite of Hlttlte, Aramaean, Phoe- 
nician and Assyrian elements," Dr. 

"The discovery of • 
capital of this people will bring new 
lijht to bear on a most interesting 
period." 


According to Dr. McEwan, a native 


foreman of the expedition which has 
been excaratlng two other mounds-ln 
tne Tldnlty, was riding Into Antloch, 
25 miles away, when he noticed two 
carefully cut blocks of basalt In the 
deep ditch beside the road.

After clearing the beds, just 
loosen the soli with the rake, apply 
a quantity of complete plant food 
(working It into the top few Inches 
of soil ) and your fall garden is ready 
to be planted. 
Talk to your local 


seedman about the kind of seed best 
for your particular purpose. He will 
be glad to give you the benefit of his 
experience. 


If your annual* are looking strag- 


gly and faded, you can Improve their 
appearance by cutting them back. 
thus Inducing them to produce ad- 
ditional vegetative growth which will 
be followed by an abundance of new 
flowers before winter sets in. Fe«d 
the flowers at the time of cutting 
them back. This practice Is especial- 
ly advluble -with annuals such as 
the petunia and sweet alyssum. 


In caring for your lawn this fall 


b« careful not to clip the grass short- 
er than on* and one-half Inches Be 
sure that It is supplied with plant 
food that i* complete, for with a de- 
ficiency of some of the plant food 
element* it cannot make proper 
growth.
